second devices (14, 555) together or separately to capture the passage of sound 
and the further information relating to the printed image and to write the 
information and the further information into the electronic storage device (see 
column 1. line 41- column 2, line 67; figures 1 ,4,8,12,13 and 16). 

Thus the subject-matter of claim 1 is not new. 

2 The argument set out for apparatus claim 1 also holds for the corresponding 
method claim 31. 

3 The dependent claims do not contain any features which, in combination with the 
features of any claim to which they refer, meet the requirements of the PCT in 
respect of novelty and/or inventive step, the reasons being as follows: 

The system according to D1 further comprises an electronic storage which is 
fixedly attached to the printed image, a sound reproduction device, an image 
printer, a personal computer, a camera used for capturing sound and information. 

According to D1 the further information stored may be any type of information 
such as control codes, video information. A/V sequences, computer generated 
animations, date, number of film/pictures and so on (see col. 2, lines 47-67; col. 5, 
lines 44-60; col. 16, lines 29-65). In particular this information could further include 
location information obtained from a GPS device as described in US-A-5768640 
(D2) or information for use in searching or indexing the image as described in FR- 
A-2619638 (D3).
